consecration to the Sacred Heart of Jesus as 
requested by our dear Lord Himself through St. 
xaaed Margaret Mary. Through this consecration our 
Lord has attained many and great triumphs in the last centuries: 
For it is not only individuals who have consecrated themselves, 
but whole dioceses and religious communities, whole countries, 
the entire Church, and finally through Pope Leo XIII, the whole 
world was solemnly consecrated to this benign Heart. Revela- 
tions from our Savior to a highly privileged soul, Mary of the 
Divine Heart, asking for the consecration of the entire human 
race to His Sacred Heart, was one of the influences which 
urged Leo XIII to make this world-wide consecration. 

Consecration must not be considered a mere act of devotion; 
it is much more. It is a surrendering of our whole person to 
the Divine Heart. This consecration forms a new, sacred tie 
between our Savior and ourselves, and we may not sunder 
this tie by our indifference. 

Great and memorable is the day on which we consecrated 
ourselves to the Heart of Jesus. The solemn consecration is 
the consummation and crown of all acts of homage toward the 
Divine Heart, an act which drew down upon us God’s grace 
and good pleasure. There is in our religion nothing more 
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solid than this sincere and complete surrender to the Sacred 
Heart of Jesus. This surrender is nothing less than the firm 
promise to fulfil His commandments and wishes; for love of 
Him to devote ourselves conscientiously to our duties, and to 
direct all our thoughts and plans toward His Sacred Heart. It 
must not be a mere ceremony. It must remain deeply rooted 
in our soul during our whole life. The object of the consecration 
to the Sacred Heart of Jesus is a complete transformation of 
the human race. The consecration should effect atonement and 
give glory; therefore, souls who have consecrated themselves 
to this Divine Heart should have a great devotion to the Blessed 
Sacrament in atonement for the sins committed against their 
Eucharistic Lord. The consecration should be performed in a 
spirit of perfect love toward our Savior; according to the 
example of the saints, it should be an act of purest love. 

Our Divine Savior is well pleased if, in our sufferings, fears 
and dangers we come with confidence to His Sacred Heart and 
consecrate ourselves to Him. Just through the Cross he draws 
many souls to Himself. At such times He does not despise our 
consecration. It is like a cry to His Divine Heart, “Sacred 
Heart of Jesus, I am Thine; save me!” It is a profession of 
faith in His omnipotence and goodness. The greater our need 
and our sufferings, the more fervent should be our surrender. 
With St. Gertrude we should turn confidently to the Sacred 
Heart with the words, “O my Jesus, all things are possible to 
Thee except this: to reject a sinner, who trustfully takes 
refuge to Thee.” 


Consecration to the Sacred Heart — Source of 
Comfort and Salvation 


For a long time it was the desire of the Church to place 
the human race into the secure ark of the Sacred Heart of 
Jesus. Pius IX announced repeatedly to the world that the 
Sacred Heart is its only salvation. Leo XIII consecrated the 
whole human race to the Sacred Heart. This consecration 
was an event of most sublime significance, an act that stands 
unique in the history of the Church. The Heart of Jesus alone 
can avert the darts of Divine Justice, and appease the wrath 
of God. 

For the faithful Christians living in these times, God has 
prepared a means of comfort and salvation in the devotion to 
the Sacred Heart. When in 1720 the pest broke out in Mar- 
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seilles, it claimed 40,000 victims within a short time. More 
than 200 priests had already fallen in the service of the pest- 
stricken. The silence of the tomb reigned in the city; the 
dead bodies could scarcely be buried, so great was their number. 
On the advice of the Servant of God, Magdalen Remueset, the 
bishop consecrated the city to the Sacred Heart of Jesus. As 
if by magic, the plague subsided and claimed no more victims. 
The servant of God commanded all who came to speak with 
her, to wear upon their breast a small picture of the Sacred 
Heart with the inscription: Cease! the Heart of Jesus is with 
me. This proved a protection also in later pestilences, and 
against the cholera in 1866. 

In the year 1873 a great persecution broke out against the 
Church in Germany. The bishops took their refuge to the 
Sacred Heart and consecrated their dioceses to Him. Nor was 
this consecration in vain. The storm of rersecution passed 
over and the Church came forth victorious, with renewed 
strength. In 1875 when Pius IX consecrated the Catholic Church 
to the Sacred Heart and exhorted all the faithful to consecrate 
themselves to It likewise, many were rewarded for this con- 
secration by special favors, for they found signal help and 
solace in their trials and necessities and in the important 
affairs of their life. Thus, we, too, may expect help by con- 
secrating ourselves to the Sacred Heart. Ob, that we would 
understand, how comforting and grace-abounding in times of 
bodily and spiritual need is the trustful consecration to the 
Sacred Heart of Jesus. 


A Great Apostle of the Sacred Heart 


How much Jesus desires this consecration to His Sacréd 
Heart may be inferred from the mission of P. Matheo, priest 
of the Congregation of the Sacred Hearts of Jesus and Mary. 
In the year 1908 he was afflicted with a malady which physi- 
cians pronounced incurable. In a dying condition, he journeyed 
to Paray-le-Monial, the place where the Sacred Heart had so 
often appeared to St. Margaret Mary. While Father Matheo 
was there at the altar praying, he felt a sudden and strange 
shock. He himself writes: “I was vehemently affected by a ray 
of grace which was as powerful as it was gentle... I arose per- 
fectly cured. Thereon I cast myself down in the sanctuary 
and, wholly absorbed in thanksgiving, I understood what the 
Lord asked of me. I understood that, among the petitions our 
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Lord addressed to St. Margaret Mary, there is one that has not 
yet been fully carried out, and that the kingdom of love which the 
Sacred Heart demands, shall be restored not alone through the 
consecration of the whole world by Leo XIII, but also by Its 
reign in families. That same evening I resolved to win house 
after house, family after family to the love of the Sacred Heart.” 

Father Matheo went to Rome to ask Pope Pius X to 
be permitted to devote his life to this apostolate. The Vicar 
of Christ received him most graciously and pressed him to 
his heart with the words, My son, you ask me for permission, 
and I say to you, as the representative of Jesus Christ on 
earth: I command you to traverse the world to announce the 
Gospel, to conquer the sanctuary of the family for the Heart 
of Jesus, and to propagate this work. 

Father Matheo received the sanction of his mission also 
by a brief from Benedict XV. His Holiness said, “In our 
times there is and can be no work more sacred than that of 
consecrating the family to the Most Sacred Heart of Jesus.” 
This consecration is made by the Enthronement of the Sacred 
Heart of Jesus, that is, by the solemn act of placing a picture 
of the Heart of Jesus in a place of honor in the home, there- 
by to proclaim Jesus the king of the family. 

Pope Pius XI, now gloriously reigning, has likewise given 
his approval and blessing to the work of Enthronement. 

The apostolate of Father Matheo is confirmed in all coun- 
tries by astonishing conversions. Up to May 1915 two hundred 
twenty bishops had approved and recommended the Enthrone- 
ment of the Sacred Heart. More than three million families 
had the happiness to possess Jesus as King through this con- 
secration. In the practical consecration of a family are con- 
tained all graces that can make them temporally and eternally 
happy. This we see from the promises which our Savior 
made especially in favor of families: 

‘1. I will give them all the graces necessary for their state 
of life. 

2. I will establish peace in their families. 

3. I will console them in all their difficulties. 

4, I will bless every house in which the picture of My 
Heart shall be exposed and honored. 

5. Iwill shed abundant blessings upon all their undertakings. 

In these five promises our Divine Savior reveals His de- 
sire to establish the reign of His Sacred Heart in the family. 
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The Consecration to the Sacred Heart must be 
Frequently Renewed 


It is very pleasing to the Sacred Heart, and very bene- 
ficial to ourselves if we frequently renew the consecration. 
This may be done in a few words, such as, Sacred Heart of 
Jesus, 1 am Thine! Our Lord taught Marie Lataste this beau- 
tiful act of consecration and requested her to pray it several 
times a day: 


O amiable Heart of my Savior, | adore Thee! O gracious Heart of 
my Jesus, I love Thee! O compassionate Heart, I give Thee my heart, 
and am deeply moved by all Thou hast done and suffered for me. Yes, 
I give Thee my whole heart; attach it eternally to Thyself, inflame it 
with Thy love, inspire it with Thy sentiments, make it know Thy will 
and practice Thy virtues. Amen. 


Once when St. Margaret Mary prayed for a certain per- 
son, our Divine Savior made answer: “Have confidence; prc- | 
vided this person will co-operate with My grace, I promise 
thee, never to withdraw My mercy from her; only let her bind 
herself to render special homage to My Heart by the practice 
of patience and charity. Moreover, let her have a Mass said, 
or assist at one, every first Friday. Further, let her perform 
each day a little act of consecration to place herself and all 
belonging to her under My special protection.” From this we 
see that our Lord desires a daily renewal of the consecration. 

A most solemn day in the life of a religious is the day 
of her profession. Therefore in many religious orders it is 
the custom to renew the holy vows frequently, and this is a 
profitable and sublime practice. St. Mary Magdalen de Pazzi 
was accustomed to renew her vows every day, and she called 
them the fetters of love. We read in the life of St. Alphonsus 
Rodriguez, a Jesuit lay brother, that he did likewise, and 
that this practice enabled him to live in constant recollection. 
Our Lord once gave him to understand how pleasing this 
practice is to God, and showed him the fruits and graces 
which his soul derived therefrom. Another time he heard a 
voice, “Alphonsus, persevere in renewing your vows in My pres- 
ence, and all will be well with thee.” St. Mary Magdalen de 
Pazzi speaks very impressively of how acceptable this renewal 
is to God, and what wonderful effects it produces in the soul. 

Similar it is with the renewal of the consecration to the 
Sacred Heart of Jesus. True, this consecration is no vow, and 
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therefore not of such importance as the profession of a religious. 
However, a seriously-meant consecration is no mere formality, 
no mere devotional practice. It imposes the obligation to 
live accordingly. From the day of the consecration we belong 
still more to the Sacred Heart of Jesus. By the consecration, 
the soul has given inexpressible pleasure to the Sacred Heart, 
and as often as she repeats it, she renews this pleasure for 
her Savior. The soul becomes ever more established in grace, 
and each act of renewal increases her graces and her eternal 
beatitude. The renewal of the consecration to the Sacred 
Heart is especially a powerful remedy against all temptations 
and a source of true consolation in suffering and affliction. 
Whoever has sincerely consecrated himself to the Sacred 
Heart should frequently repeat this ejaculation, “Sacred Heart 
of Jesus, I am Thine!”

What the Image of the Heart of Jesus: 
Represents 


6 4| HO has not shed tears in gazing upon the picture 
of a dear departed parent? Who has not pressed 
to his heart an object which belonged to a loved 
one, and kissed it tenderly as an expression of 
his affection? How often we look at objects left 
by our dear ones, how carefully we preserve them! This 
similitude may fitly be applied to the images of the saints, the 
Mother of God, and of our Divine Lord. Such representations 
are memorials, and the respect and veneration we show to 
them, manifest our sentiments toward Christ, His Holy Mother 
and the saints. 

. Images serve to represent the mysteries of our Redemption. 
Through these visible objects the faithful are instructed and 
strengthened in the truths of our holy religion. 





The Image of the Sacred Heart 


This is true also of the image of the Sacred Heart of 
Jesus. The sight of it should remind us of the mysteries 
of our Redemption; of the gifts and graces which the loving 
Heart of our Redeemer has bestowed upon us. We should 
thereby be incited to gratitude and love, and urged to imitate 
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the virtues of His most holy Heart, and thus constantly ad- 
vance in Christian perfection. If we thus venerate the image 
of the Heart of Jesus, we honor our Savior Himself in His most 
holy, most loving, most benign Heart, for veneration of the im- 
age is veneration of the Divine Heart itself. On the other hand, 
irreverence and contempt offered to the picture of the Sacred 
Heart is irreverence and contempt offered our Lord Himself. 

Give the image or picture of the Sacred Heart a promi- 
nent place in your room, kneel devoutly before it or kiss it, 
light a lamp or candle while praying before it, or decorate it 
with flowers. Thus did St. Teresa in times of spiritual dry- 
ness or desolation. 


The Emblems 


In order to make it easy for us to honor the image of 
His Sacred Heart, our Lord has surrounded It with emblems 
or symbols which are calculated to inspire devotion even in the 
most illiterate. These symbols are a crown of thorns, flames, 
a Cross, and an open Wound. 


The Crown of Thorns 


The crown of thorns is the emblem of suffering. The 
innocent, loving Heart of Jesus endured infinite sufferings for 
us in the Passion. For did not our Lord Himself say, “My 
Soul is sorrowful even unto death”? 

When oppressed by intense sorrow, weighed down by some 
great affliction, we say, “My heart aches; I am crushed by this 
suffering; it will break my heart.” How much truth these words 
express! But how intense were the sufferings of the Heart 
of Jesus during the Passion! This is expressed by the crown 
of thorns surrounding the Sacred Heart. 

The Heart of Jesus in heaven as well as in the tabernacle 
is still as sensitive and feels as keenly the ingratitude, coldness 
and indifference of mankind as at the time of His Passion. 
For this reason our Lord said to St. Margaret Mary Alacoque, 
“This is much more painful to Me than all I suffered in My 
Passion. If men rendered me some return of love, I should 
esteem as little all I have done for them, but they meet My 
eager love with coldness and rebuffs.” This is what the crown 
of thorns, surrounding the Sacred Heart should recall to our 
minds. 
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The Flames 


What do these flames signify? They are a type of the 
superabundant, inextinguishable love of Jesus for us, which isa 
fire at which we should warm our cold hearts. “God is love,” 
says St. John. Jesus Christ is God; therefore Jesus Christ is 
love. The Heart of Jesus is love. The love of Jesus is a 
Divine love, for that reason an infinitely great love. Hence 
our Lord says by the mouth of the Prophet Jeremias, “With an 
everlasting love have I loved thee.” This love is also the 
most fruitful, “for no one,” says our Lord Himself, “has a 
greater love, than he who lays down his life for his friends.” 

This love is also the most efficacious, for a single drop of 
His infinitely Precious Blood would have been sufficient for the 
Redemption of the world; but He shed the last drop of His 
Blood amid most bitter sufferings. His love, however, did not 
end here. “Having loved His own, who were in the world, He 
loved them to the end,” and His Heart found a means, by 
which He really could remain present among us until the end 
of time. 

This means is the Holy Eucharist. In virtue of the Holy 
Eucharist He daily offers Himself in Holy Mass; in virtue of 
this Mystery He enters into a most intimate union with each 
of the faithful, and in virtue of His sacramental presence in 
the tabernacle, He prays unceasingly for us. Remember this 
love when you gaze upon the image of the Sacred Heart. 


The Cross 


When we look upon the image of the Sacred Heart, our 
Lord seems to say to us: “Behold, My son, My daughter, I 
bore your sins on the wood of the Cross; I redeemed you on 
the Cross; on the Cross I prayed for My executioners: Father, 
forgive them, for they know not what they do; from the Cross 
I gave you Mary as your Mother; on the Cross I accomplished 
everything that was necessary for your salvation. Behold, 
how I have loved you amid sufferings; do you therefore suffer 
patiently for Me.” 


The Wound in the Heart of Jesus 


Our Lord permitted His Heart to be opened, that we 
might at all times find a place of refuge therein, and that 
from it a constant stream of graces might flow tous. “Come 
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to the fountains, ye all, who are thirsty; hasten to buy and eat. 
Come to buy wine and milk without money.” All, the rich 
and the poor, the great and the lowly, should therefore hasten 
to this fountain, the open Heart of Jesus, and draw from It 
all graces in abundance. 


‘“‘Remember Me” 


To our loved ones we give a remembrance, that they may 
often think of us. Thus our Divine Lord gave to us, in the 
image of His Sacred Heart, a beautiful, touching memorial 
of Himself, the sight of which should ever remind us of Him. 
And He speaks to us these significant words, “Do not forget 
Me! Do not forget the sufferings My Heart endured for you; 
do not forget the treasures of grace this Heart encloses for 
you. Remember Me!” This is the silent language of the 
flames, of the Cross, of the Wound and of the crown of thorns 
represented on the picture of the Sacred Heart.

At Nazareth Jesus was King of Love in His own home. At 
Bethania, with Lazarus, Mary and Martha, He felt that He 
was truly the King of Love of this family, the prototype of all 
Christian families of later ages over which He desires to rule 
supreme as King of Love and Mercy. 

In our days every family is seriously in need of the in- 
finite mercy of the Divine Heart. By the act of Enthronement 
of the Sacred Heart of Jesus in their home, the family receives 
Jesus as their Lord and Master. What happiness, what con- 
fidence this knowledge gives them: Our Lord has entered our 
home! How joyfully they offer Him hospitality! Every mem- 
ber should be penetrated by this conviction: Our Lord is with 
us, full of love and meekness; to Him we can take refuge in 
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all our temporal and spiritual needs. The Sacred Heart has 
entered our home; He has made it a house of prayer; His 
powerful blessing rests upon it. 

The wonderful spread of the work of the Enthronement 
in so many countries, is a proof that it has a special blessing 
from heaven. Father Matheo, the apostle of the Enthronement 
continues to speak of the King of Love with unusual success.

Something More about Padre Pio 


By P. Joachim, O. M. C. 





1 UR readers will readily recall the previous articles 
we have printed in “Tabernacle and Purgatory” 
written by Rev. G. Giglinger, D.D. and Very 
Rev. Patrick Cummins, O.S.B. Both of these 
eSS&i] priests saw and conversed with the privileged 
Caputhin, Padre Pio (Father Pius), who for the last few years 
has borne on his body the sacred Stigmata. A short time ago 
a priest who lived with Padre Pio for three months, and whom 
the privileged Capuchin made use of in his correspondence, 
wrote the following: 

“Padre Pio is now in the monastery San Giovanni Rotondo 
in the vicinity of Foggia. A two and one-half hours’ ride in 
a car brings us from Foggia to San Giovanni. There still re- 
mains a half hour’s walk to the monastery —a quiet, very 
poor little monastery in which dwell five friars, three lay 
brothers and twelve students. This little monastery is indeed 
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poor, for all the alms that is sent there is used for other pur- 
poses, not a penny for the monastery itself, for the support 
of which a brother goes out every day and quests from door 
to door. 

“Padre Pio is a personality privileged by God. The im- 
pression one receives of him is supernatural. He is very mod- 
est, exceedingly loving, sometimes even mirthful — true 
to the Franciscan spirit — but always suffering. Almost 
constantly he has a high fever. Two years ago his fever rose 
generally to forty-eight degrees so that a special fever ther- 
mometer, registering sixty degrees, was ordered from Munich. 
At a visit from our Lord, however, the fever always leaves him. 
Frequently he is unable to rise until it is time for him to say 
his Holy Mass; then, he suddenly feels better, rises and hastens 
to church. Once he lay in a state of complete exhaustion in the 
garden. He was called to the confessional, when he imme- 
diately arose and went away like a well man. 

“Naturally the wounds cause him great pain. These 
wounds are on his hands, feet and side. He received them 
on September 20, 1918, between three and four o’clock P. M. 
after Vespers. Many committees of investigation have been sent 
from the Holy Father and from the General of the Order; but 
no one can explain them as natural. He keeps the wounds on - 
his hands covered with gloves. On his feet, he wears shoes, 
probably, to conceal the wounds. While saying Holy Mass he 
does not wear gloves. It is astonishing that these wounds 
emit a sweet fragrance, but not equally perceptible on all days. 
The wounds are about the size of a dollar; they penetrate 
througb, and are visible on the back of the hands and feet, 
but somewhat smaller on the back of the hands than in the 
palms. A countess once presented Padre Pio with a pair of 
white gloves, but he gave them away immediately because 
the blood oozed through. Now he wears dark gloves. He 
also wears socks, but they are always saturated with blood.” 


My Visit with Padre Pio 
By Dr. Peter J. Latz, Chicago 
“During my last visit to Europe, it was my most ardent 
desire to make the acquaintance of the favored Capuchin, 
Padre Pio, who for several years past has been living in a 
monastery in Southern Italy. The trip to that place involves 
many difficulties, and my letter would become tedious were I 
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to mention all the experiences, all the fatigues connected there- 
with. I would scarcely have ventured to undertake the journey, 
had not Msgr. Wuerth of Rome, to whom I am indebted for 
very much information and explanation concerning Italy, offered 
himself as a companion. It was toward the end of the month 
of November (1922). 

“The monastery to which Padre Pio belongs is situated in 
the Alps in the immediate vicinity of the Adriatic Sea. While 
the people on the plains were gathering their harvest of 
southern fruits: lemons, almonds, olives, etc., such a quantity 
of snow had heaped up on the mountains, that our car was 
stalled a long distance from our destination, and we were 
obliged to foot the remainder of the journey. 

“We had provided ourselves with recommendations from 
the Superior General in Rome, and were readily admitted. 
After we had stated the object of our visit, the Father Guardian 
informed us that Padre Pio would come soon, and so he did. 
When the holy man entered the cell assigned to us for his 
reception, I was — I must acknowledge — quite overcome by 
his appearance. The expression of his face is charmingly 
winning, his eyes beam peace and happiness, and rest with 
unspeakable benevolence upon the visitor. He is the personi- 
fication of extraordinary simplicity, and his whole bearing 
made an indelible impression upon me. We spent a quarter of 
an hour with him; then I was also permitted to assist at the 
Divine Office which lasted an hour, a place having been selected 
for me in choir quite near and directly opposite to Padre Pio. 

“TI have learned, that for some time past, such visits are 
no longer permitted by the Superior General, also that further 
medical investigations have been proscribed by the Sacred 
Office. True, any one may see the saintly man in the confes- 
sional or while he is saying Holy Mass, also after Mass in the 
sacristy, and receive his blessing, but with this, all further 
communication is excluded. It seems that the supreme ec- 
clesiastical tribunal which regards, as is well known, such 
extraordinary phenomena with great prudence, deliberation 
and severity, wishes to avoid even the semblance of promoting 
the matter. 

“In presence of Msgr. Wuerth and the Rector of the 
international Benedictine College in Rome, Very Rev. Patrick 
Cummins, O.S.B., I had, before starting on this trip, an hour’s 
interview with my colleague Dr. Georgia Festa. Dr. Festa had 
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been commissioned by the Superior General and the Sacred 
Office to make a medical examination of the Stigmata of Padre 
Pio. What follows is for the greater part from Dr. Festa, who 
impressed me as a quiet, prudent physician, who neither 
exaggerates anything, nor allows his opinion to be influenced. 

“The Stigmata in the hands and feet measure about three 
centimeters in diameter (about one and one-fifth inches). The 
Stigmata in the side, located between the third and sixth ribs, 
has the form of a Cross, and resembles a cut or stab wound, 
the length of which is six centimeters (two and two-fifths 
inches). The Stigmata are on the inside and outside of the 
hands, and on the soles and instep of the feet, therefore, on 
both sides, indicating beyond a doubt, a perforation of hands 
and feet. The continual secretion of the wounds consists in a 
bloody fluid, and is more copious on Thursdays and Fridays. 
Generally long standing wounds without antiseptic treatment 
emit an offensive odor, these, however, yield an astonishingly 
sweet fragrance. 

“Dr. Festa’s care and dressing of the wounds according to 
all the scientific methods, was of no avail. During the pro- 
tracted treatment, the wounds did not show the slightest 
tendency to heal. Because non-Catholic physicians considered 
the whole affair a fable, indeed, actually called it ‘humbug,’ 
it was resolved that the investigation and dressing of the wounds 
should be given over to a professor of the university, who 
declares himself a free-thinker. With great hopes and promises 
of anticipated success, he eagerly accepted the offer. To en- 
able him to keep strict watch over Padre Pio and observe 
the Stigmata more closely, the physician was permitted to 
reside in the monastery for an indefinite length of time. And 
with what result? All his therapeutic measures had not the 
least effect. He attained the very reverse of what he had 
promised himself and aimed for. Provoked at his failure, he 
abruptly discontinued his treatments and left the monastery 
without explanation and without having given a scientific 
decision. Seeing that every therapeutic has failed, it has been 
resolved to leave the wounds unmolested. 

“Padre Pio is now thirty-six years old. He received the 
Stigmata about four and one-half years ago. Since then the 
wounds have remained despite all medical treatments; nor can 
I find any proofs by which to explain them in a natural way. 

“The character of the Stigmata has aroused the keenest

interest far and wide. Many honorable, conscientious, learned 
men have, however, in so far as it deals with an admissible 
and rational explanation of stigmatization, in face of the ex- 
isting mystery, ever acknowledged it as beyond their com- 
prehension.” 


Padre Pio in Genoa and in His Monastery 
at the Same Time 


Father Pacificus, O.M.Cap., who can be addressed at Toner 
Institute, Brookline, Pa., writes: 

“A miraculous cure accomplished by Padre Pio who has 
the Stigmata of our Lord is related from Genoa. A man of 
the higher class of society was very sick and his life was de- 
spaired of by the doctors. The sick man had a letter written 
to Padre Pio in which he asked him to come and cure him. 
The answer of Padre Pio was very short. Being no physician 
he said, he could not cure him. The sick man however had 
a second letter written to him, asking again that he come 
and cure him. The next day Padre Pio was there, heard the 
sick man’s confession and talked nearly half an hour with the 
people of the house.

Glorious was His Death 





4] EW are the sovereigns who were more calumniated and more 
unjustly treated than the young Emperor Charles of Austria. 
A propaganda of hate and falsehood flooded the world press. 
He died at the age of thirty-five, on the lst of April, 1922, in 
=) banishment, on the Island of Madeira, despised by the world, 

poor and forsaken, surrounded by only a few faithful souls. And yet — 
his death was glorious. 

A letter of the archduchess Maria Teresa to her dear ones, gives us 
authentic and reliable information about the last hours of this noble prince. 
From this letter, written on the 6th of April (five days after his death) we 
take the following edifying particulars: 

“It is admirable how heroically Empress Zita resigns herself to the 
will of God. She is a saint in her perfect resignation and trust in God 
amid her exceedingly great affliction. 























The three eldest sons of Emperor Charles as altar boys. With joy and pleasure these 
exemplary boys serve the priest at Holy Mass, at May and June devotions and at Benedic- 
tion with the Most Blessed Sacrament. Despite the great afflictions which these children 
with their youthful widowed mother, must bear, they are still to be congratulated, because 
from their tenderest youth is instilled into their hearts an ardent love and profound respect 
for Jesus in the Blessed Sacrament and for the Blessed Virgin. 








“To the last day we had hope and confidence; also the physicians. 
Even on Saturday (the day of his death) the physicians looked forward 
for a change. But the Lord had decreed otherwise. When inflammation 
of the lungs set in, Charles received extreme unction, partly to make him- 
self partaker of the graces of the sacrament, and partly to obtain health, 
should such be the will of God. 

“Charles was extremely happy and delighted at this, and was filled 
with devotion and peace of soul. He was indescribably patient and always 
offered everything so lovingly to the good God. He suffered very much, 
but withal he had not the least presentiment of his imminent death, but 
was firmly convinced that he would soon recover. During the last night, 
from Friday to Saturday he said, ‘I must suffer so much in order that my 
people may become united again.’ To his wife Zita, he said, My whole 
endeavor is: always in all things to learn the will of God most clearly 
and to fulfil it most perfectly. 
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“Early Saturday morning he received Holy Communion as 
on all other days. Toward 9 o’clock, P. Szamboki brought 
the Most Blessed Sacrament into the room and It remained 
there until his death. During his last moments the priest 
held the ciborium close before the eyes of the sufferer, and 
encompassed by the benediction of his Eucharistic God,; Charles 
passed away after having shortly before, again received the 
Holy Viaticum. Zita had asked him if he wished to receive 
his Savior once more. But because he only nodded his head, 
she thought Charles had not understood her and she asked 
again, ‘Do you really want Holy Communion? Thereupon 
he answered in tones of inexpressible longing, ‘Oh, so much 
do I desire It!’ Before this, just when benediction with the 
Most Blessed Sacrament was given to him, Zita had told him 
he should ask the good God to_restore his health. Then he 
prayed, ‘Dear Lord, if it be Thy holy will, make me well.’ 
After a little while he added softly, ‘Please, please, dear Lord!’ 


‘“‘Let Them Rather Die Than Commit a Mortal Sin’”’ 


“One and a half hours before his death he must -have had 
an interior inspiration, for suddenly he began to make an act 
of contrition, and then said, ‘Dear Lord, protect Zita and our 
dear little children —’ calling them one after another by name, 
and finally, ‘also the smallest one. Protect them in soul and 
body; let them rather die than commit a mortal sin. Amen.’ 
And again he added, Thy will be done. Amen. This last 
‘Amen’ he pronounced with special strength and stress, and 
continued somewhat softly, ‘Jesus, come, come!’ 

“When Zita begged him not to exert himself so much, but 
that he should simply think, ‘My dear Lord is here and bears 
me in His arms,’ he replied, “Yes, in the arms of our dear 
Savior with you — you and I and our dear children!’ Then 
he repeated frequently, ‘Jesus, Mary! My Jesus, as Thou 
wilt!’ ‘Jesus’ was his last word; his breathing ceased, and 
Charles peacefully expired. 

“The burial took place on the 5th of April. The Bishop of 
Funchal performed the obsequies in our chapel and then with 
the entire clergy and an immense throng of people, accom- 
panied the mortal remains to the church. The hearse was 
drawn by our two faithful servants Joao and Karolyi and a 
number of Portuguese gentlemen. 

“Before the deceased emperor was laid in the casket, Zita

devotedness to this Mystery. His lively faith, his reverent love toward this Sacrament, he 
manifested by daily assisting at the Holy Sacrifice of the Mass and daily receiving Holy Com- 
munion. It was his custom to visit and adore Jesus on the altar very often. He died in the 
presence of the Blessed Sacrament, shortly after having received Holy Viaticum. Glorious 
was his death! 





once more brought her children to the bier. Here the little archduke Robert 
remarked, ‘Why is papa so beautiful now? I never saw him so beautiful 
before.’ A shimmer of glory seemed to hover around the royal remains. 

“While Emperor Charles lay upon the bier, people came in masses. 
With remarkable composure they stood outside of the house, waiting until 
their turn came to pay Christian honor to the deceased emperor. Not a 
loud word was heard and many wept bitterly. During these days business 
was at a standstill in Funchal. The mourning and sympathy could scarcely 
have been warmer and more sincere from his own nation. The people 
here honor Charles as a saint, and they are not wrong. Charles is a saint; 
he died as such for he had lived as such, and we can recommend ourselves 
to his intercession. 

“When the Requiem services were ended and we had left the church 
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the casket was to be soldered. For this purpose the lid had to 
be raised once more, and the people seeing this hastened back 
to touch the remains with medals, crosses and pictures. The 
clergy were powerless against this storm of veneration. All 
were unanimous in the opinion, ‘It is a saint who lies there.’ ” 


Austrian Prelates 


Bishops and Archbishops of Austria, all voice the same 
opinion that Charles was a truly Christian and pious father 
of his family, one of the noblest sovereigns from the house 
of Hapsburg, who deserves a loving remembrance in the hearts 
of his people. More and more the conviction gains ground, 
that Emperor Charles was a saint. 

A prelate writes to us: “We Austrians have a saint in 
heaven. It is the Emperor Charles. The Bishop of Madeira 
told Cardinal Piffl of Vienna that many miracles occur and 
many prayers are answered at his tomb to which pilgrimages 
are made. I was well acquainted with Emperor Charles, spoke 
frequently with him and received letters from him. I am 
firmly convinced that this pious and noble emperor will be can- 
onized. Dear Father Lukas, you may not believe me, but it is 
so. Our Emperor Charles was so pious — daily he received 
Holy Communion — that one cannot comprehend how such a 
noble man had to suffer so much. Empress Zita with her 
eight children is also a saint. Her sister is a Benedictine nun 
on the Island of Wight.” 

The Archbishop of Salzburg wrote to us on the fourth of 
April, three days after the death of the emperor: 

“Two days ago came the message of the death of our Em- 
peror Charles. All well disposed people are cut to the core by 
this sad news. But like game he was hunted down and died 
far away from us in banishment. Oh, when will the spring- 
time dawn upon us!” When Cardinal Piffl of Vienna heard of 
the unexpected death of the emperor he said; Charle3 will 
not be placed on the throne, but no doubt upon the altar.”

MS Teresa’s ardent desire to become a Carmelite 
— over her natural timidity, and after kissing his foot, 
she addressed him: “Holy Father, in honor of your jubilee, 
permit me to enter Carmel at the age of fifteen.” 

Gazing into that innocent, pleading, upturned face, the 
Holy Father would doubtless have given his consent, had not 
the Vicar General of Bayeux, interposed quickly: “This is a 
child who desires to become a Carmelite. The superiors are 
looking into the mat 

Clasping her hands, and resting them on his knees, Teresa 
made a last appeal: “Holy Father, if you only say ‘Yes’ every- 
one would be willing.” 

“Well, my child, you will enter if it be God’s will,” re- 
sponded Pope Leo. Then with fatherly kindness, the great 
Pontiff laid his hand on Teresa’s head in blessing, while his 
eyes followed her as she turned away... 

Again, Teresa had failed to obtain definitely the coveted 
permission, and returned home quite disconsolate. 

But when she had completed her fifteenth year, the door 
of the convent was opened to her. On April 9, 1888, she 
crossed the threshold of the cloister. It was with a cruel wrench 
to her loving and sensitive heart that she quitted the dear 
home of her childhood, her most fondly loved father and her 
darling sister Celine. 

“My heart throbbed so violently that I wondered if I were 
not going to die...” she wrote afterwards. “I kissed all my 
dear ones, and knelt to receive my father’s blessing. He, too, 
knelt — and weeping, blessed me...” 

As some may suppose, Teresa was not the pet or spoiled 
child of the cloister. The superiors put her virtues to the 
sharpest test. On January 10, 1889, she was invested with 
the holy habit and received the name, Sister Teresa of the 
Child Jesus and of the Holy Face. She made her holy vows 
on September 8, 1890. Then with all the fervor of her nat- 
urally ardent temperament she gave herself with redoubled 
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zeal to the practice of the interior life. On the path of spiritual 
childhood, of love and confidence, she became a great saint. 


Mary’s Smile 


Whenever in the work of salvation, our Divine Savior 
intends to communicate Himself in a special manner, His Blessed 
Mother is the channel by which He imparts His graces. This. 
is particularly the case when He wills to give the Church great 
saints. The training of the elect is reserved in the first place 
for the Mother of God. 

Before the Holy Ghost pours out His grace in a bountiful 
measure, He first infuses into the soul a great love for His 
Spouse, the Immaculate Virgin, and fills the heart with most 
tender affection for the Mother of God. This was strikingly 
manifested in the soul of Sister Teresa of the Child Jesus. 
From childhood, she had cherished a tender love for Mary. 
“Oh,” she had exclaimed, “how I love our Blessed Lady! Had 
I been a priest, how I would have sung her praises!” 

Mary, in turn, watched over her little flower, especially 
when Teresa, at the age of nine, was afflicted with a strange 
malady which threatened her life. Human aid proved of no 
avail. In deep distress the family took refuge to the Mother of 
God. Teresa’s father gave alms for a novena of Masses to be 
offered at Paris, in the church of Our Lady of Victory. The 
family prayed fervently during the novena before the miraculous. 
statue of the Blessed Virgin which was in Teresa’s room. 

On Sunday, during the novena, little Teresa’s suffering 
grew more painful than ever. Her sisters knelt at her bedside, 
and in their anguish implored the Heavenly Mother’s help, 
because their darling sister was at the point of death. Teresa 
likewise begged the holy Virgin’s assistance. 

Suddenly; to Teresa, the statue became animated with life, 
and beautiful with a Divine beauty beyond all description. The 
expression on Our Lady’s face was ineffably sweet, tender and 
compassionate. But what touched Teresa to the very depths 
of her soul was the Heavenly Mother’s celestial smile. This 
gracious look dispelled all pain; all suffering and anguish ceased! 
It was evident to all that Mary’s child was cured. “Our 
Blessed Lady has come to me! She has smiled on me,” said 
little Teresa. : 

Later, Mary led her privileged child into the Order which 
from earliest ages has been dedicated to her honor in a special. 
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manner. In the Order of Mount Carmel which has given the 
Church wonderful saints, the youthful Teresa Martin was to 
become a seraph of love, favored and guided by the Mother 
of God. 

“Mary is more Mother than Queen,” Sister Teresa used 
to say... “The Virgin Mary, how simple her life appears to 
me...!” And it was the simple hidden life of the Blessed 
Virgin of Nazareth that Teresa sought to imitate. 

In her direction of souls as novice mistress, Sister Teresa 
showed remarkable enlightenment. The novices expressed 
their surprise at finding that she guessed their most hidden 
thoughts. “This is my secret,” she said, “I never give you advice 
without first invoking the Blessed Virgin Mary. I ask her to 
inspire me to say what will do you most good...” 

In her last illness, Sister Teresa received special strength 
and patience in her sufferings from the Heavenly Virgin. “O 
Mary, were I Queen of Heaven, and thou Teresa, I should wish 
to be Teresa, that I might see thee Queen of Heaven!” These 
were the last words written here on earth by the Little Flower 
of Jesus, —a tribute of love to her tenderly venerated Mother.

“Since we have come to that loving Heart of Jesus,” 
says, St. Bernard, “and it is indeed good for us to be here, 
we will not suffer ourselves to be removed so easily. Oh, 
how good, how delightful it is to take up one’s abode in 
this Heart! What a precious treasure, O dear Jesus is Thy 
Heart! What a priceless pearl! Gladly do I give all I have 
to possess it. In this temple, in this sanctuary, -before this 
Ark of the Covenant will I adore and praise the Name of the 
Lord, and say with the prophet, “I have found the Heart of 
my Jesus, the Heart of my King, the Heart of my Brother, the 
Heart of my best Friend!” 

Likewise, St. Bonaventure, the seraphic teacher, speaking 
of the Wounds of our Lord exclaims, “O sweet Wounds! through 
you I enter and penetrate to the inmost love of my Jesus. 
Here I shall erect my dwelling. Here I find such a super- 
abundance of consolation that I cannot express it. O blindness 
of the children of Adam, who do not understand how to come 
to Jesus through these sacred Wounds! Here is opened to 
us the way to the beatitude of the angels; the wall that guarded 
the entrance thereto has been torn down, and still men hes:- 
tate to enter. Believe me, O blind children of men! if you 
knew how to enter through the sacred Wounds into the interior 
of Jesus, you would find there not only delicious sweetness 
for your souls, but also sweet repose for your body. But if 
even the body there finds its repose, how great think you, is 
the sweetness which the spirit enjoys when through these 
Wounds it unites itself with the Heart of Jesus! 

“Words fail me to express this, but let experience teach 
you, and you shall find qa store-house of gifts. Behold, the 
portals of paradise are opened; the sword which guarded the 
entrance thereto is broken by the lance of the soldier; the 
treasure-chamber of Eternal Wisdom and Love is opened. Go, 
then, and enter by the opening of these Divine Wounds.” 

With no less animation does St. Peter Damian speak 
on this subject. “In the Adorable Heart we find weapons 
wherewith to defend ourselves against our enemies, medicines 
for healing, effective help against temptations, the sweetest 
consolation in our sufferings and the purest joys in this vale 
of tears.” 

St. Mechtilde, too, experienced the tender emotions towards 
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the Sacred Heart which the Holy Ghost infuses into the saints, 
the unspeakable delights which issue from this Divine foun- 
tain. In several of her revelations she makes mention of this 
Divine Heart. Thus we read that once our Lord made an- 
swer, “I will give thee My Heart as a Pledge...I give It to 
thee as a place of refuge...” This was one of the most 
precious gifts she received from God. From this time for- 
ward she was inspired with a wonderful devotion to the Sacred 
Heart of Jesus Christ, and almost every time that our Lord 
appeared to her, she received some special grace from His 
Adorable Heart. She herself was accustomed to say in all 
simplicity, “If I were to write down all the graces I have re- 
ceived from the most amiable Heart of Jesus I should have 
to write a book thicker than the breviary.”

A Maiden Wondrously Charming 





/Y nothing can we win God’s favor more easily 
| than by being merciful. Jesus Christ has spoken 
those memorable words: “I will have mercy” 

wae) (Matt. ix. 13). He begs for human mercy, that 
He may dispense Divine mercy as a reward. Heaven is the 
reward of mercy; by works of charity we arrive there. Worthy 
of consideration are the words of St. Gregory Nazianzen, 
wherewith he encouraged the faithful to practice almsgiving 
and charity: “Brethren,” he exclaimed, “we must be mindful 
that we have care of the bodies of others no less than of our 
own body; for we are all one in the Lord, and Christ is the head.” 
The fulness of all virtues, the sum of Christian life, is charity. 
St. Leo the Great warns: “Is there a true believer, a man 
chaste, sober and moral, but unmerciful, then he himself 
deserves no mercy.” 

By the practice of charity St. John of Alexandria became 
a saint. A beautiful apparition from heaven gave new im- 
pulse to his practice of charity. This is how he describes the 
apparition: 

“When I was a youth, fifteen years of age and still on the 
Island of Cyprus, I once saw in my sleep a Maiden, wondrously 
charming, whose form was more radiant than the sun. She 
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was adorned above all human conception, and wore an olive 
crown upon her head. She approached, placed herself before 
my couch and touched me. I awoke and believed it to be a 
woman. Making the Sign of the Cross, I said, ‘Who art thou, 
and how didst thou venture to enter while I was asleep?’ 

“Full of grace and sweetness she replied with smiling 
countenance, ‘I am the first among the daughters of the King. 
If thou desirest to have me as thy friend, I will lead thee 
into the house of the King, for no one has such great power 
with him as I. I am Mercy; that Mercy which constrained 
the Son of God to descend from heaven. Choose me for thy 
bride; thou wilt never regret it!” 

“When I had composed myself, I understood the meaning 
of the apparition, and I said: ‘Verily, this is compassion and 
charity. Therefore she wore the olive crown; for it was indeed 
compassion and love toward mankind that clothed the Lord 
in flesh.’ Immediately I dressed and without waking anyone 
in the house, went to church, for morning had already dawned. 
As I hastened on my way, I was met by a man suffering from 
cold. I took off my goatskin coat and gave it to him, saying 
to myself, ‘If I receive a hundredfold in return for this act of 
charity, then I shall know that the apparition is founded on 
truth and did not come from the evil one.’ 

“I had not yet entered the church when a man in white 
garments approached me and gave me a roll containing one 
hundred gold pieces, saying: “Take this, brother, and distribute 
it according to your judgment.’ I accepted the gift with joy, 
then instantly turned to give back the roll as though I needed 
nothing, but no one was to be seen. ‘Truly, this is no illusion,’ 
I said to myself. 

“Since that hour I have often given to my suffering breth- 
ren and have said, ‘I will see if God will restore to me a 
hundredfold as He has promised’; and in this way often tempted 
the Lord; but He always recompensed me in singular ways. 
Finally I said, ‘Cease, my poor soul, thus to tempt the Lord, for 
the treasures of the riches of God are immeasurable, and the 
Lord can give more than you are capable of distributing.’ ”

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His Eminence Michael Cardinal Faulhaber in Clyde 





ere ie) OONER than we expected, His Eminence Cardinal Faulhaber 
arrived in our midst. On the evening of the Ascension, May 
10th, His Eminence came from St. Louis, accompanied by 
Rt. Rev. Abbot Philip of Conception, Mo., and the genial 
Mr. Gummersbach of St. Louis. Rev. Father Lukas met His Eminence at 
the station in Stanberry, Mo. Quickly the auto brought our distinguished 
guest to the gate of the Convent lawn where the whole Community of 
Sisters, and the children of the academy in white, awaited him. Scarcely 
had the Cardinal alighted, when all bowed profoundly, and more than 
two hundred voices rang out the cheery greeting: "Welcome, Your Eminence! 
Welcome to Clyde! Welcome! Welcome! Welcome!" Each Sister 
and pupil carried a branch of blossoming apple or hawthorne or a spray 
of evergreen. The way to the Adoration Chapel was carpeted with 
flowers. His Eminence was visibly moved, and turning to Rev. Father 
Lukas said: "Never before did I receive a heartier welcome !" 

The entry into the Chapel was full of reverence. After a profound 
genuflection the Cardinal remained kneeling in silent adoration for some 
time before the Blessed Sacrament exposed, while the choir sang the 
"Magnificat" and two choral selections. What fervor was revealed when 
His Eminence fixed his gaze long and reverently on the Sacred Host! 
Then, to all present, he imparted his benediction. 

As a result of the great fatigues of the journey, the Cardinal looked 
very tired, for during the last three weeks he had had very little rest either 
day or night. He longed to come to Clyde where he hoped to spend 
two quiet days. . . 

Everything at Clyde was informal. His Eminence called it his 
"Bethania." And He was surely the kindness of the Divine Master per- 
sonified. When he came into the midst of the Sisters at recreation, he 
asked that the chairs be arranged in a semi-circle near him. A parent 
surrounded by his children could not have been more fatherly, more 
condescending. Yet, this is he who is called the "great Cardinal;" who 
has rendered inestimable services to Holy Church by his biblical researches; 
who is noted for his vigorous and forceful comments on affairs of the 
times; who has been styled, and rightly so, a "political genius." But our 
eyes beheld in him principally the "humility of the saints." 


A Holy Man 


That His Eminence Cardinal Faulhaber is a holy man can be observed 
at first sight. Such love and condescension has never been witnessed by 
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the Sisters in a minister of God. Not a useless word, not an indiscreet 
look, but everything was done with a wonderful composure by this noble 
prelate and prince of the Church. During his two days’ stay at our 
Convent, he wrote more than forty letters, was repeatedly interrupted, but 
never was there a shadow of impatience. And what shall be said of the 
devotion with which he celebrated Holy Mass both mornings at the high 
altar before the Blessed Sacrament exposed! The earnestness, the dignity, 
the touching devotion moved the Sisters almost to tears. Never was the 
Adorable Sacrifice offered more reverently in our Adoration Chapel. 
An angel from heaven could not have celebrated Holy Mass more beau- 
tifully. His Eminence expressed special pleasure in distributing Holy 
Communion both mornings to the one hundred fifty Sisters, and to the 
boarders, even to the smallest. Benediction with the Blessed Sacrament, 
which is always given twice a day in our Adoration Chapel, was imparted 
each time by His Eminence during his stay. He has gained all hearts! 
Again and again these words were heard: "The Cardinal is a saint!" Yes, 
we have felt highly honored, but we have been still more highly edified. 


Bitter Grief 


If one could penetrate below the surface, one could easily read in 
the features of His Eminence, bitter grief and sadness. What his loving 
heart and generous soul suffered in the last years surpasses human strength. 
It is fortitude from above that enables him to bear all this grief and 
suffering in silence, with marvelous resignation, without a word of com- 
plaint. But his precious life is being wasted away, for on his loving, 
compassionate heart weighs the poverty and distress of his people, the 
heart-rending need of the poor children, and the threatened ruin of many 
religious institutions of his diocese. The care of his diocesan seminary 
especially is a heavy burden. 


Oh, what a pang must pierce the heart of His Eminence when he 
sees our happy American children, tastily clothed and daintly fed, and 
then thinks of thousands of his little ones crying for a piece of bread; 
hundreds of whom are stunted in growth for want of proper nourishment ! 


Let Us Cheer His Heart 


Suppose, then, we give a surprise to this good, generous and 
holy Cardinal, according to our means, yes, above our means. 
We have heard how poor fathers when unable to buy Christmas 
presents for their little ones, have actually taken their own life, 
for their paternal heart could not brave the disappointment of the 
darlings. But the Cardinal is father of thousands and hundreds 
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of thousands of poor children in utmost need, and all of them ex- 
pect bread from him when he returns to them from America. 
Suppose, then, we give full liberty to our sympathetic hearts and 
render him effective help. Saturday (May 12th) after breakfast, 
a humble laborer who earns his living by hard work, gave His 
Eminence a modest check, probably all he had in the bank. Never 
had the man seemed happier than after giving this alms! 

Let us cheer the heart of this noble Cardinal who has endear- 
ed himself to the American people, for if he cannot help the poor 
and the children of his immense archdiocese, it will break his 
compassionate heart. “‘Last winter,” said the Cardinal, ‘‘the public 
municipal kitchens of Munich were closed for want of means. To 
relieve, at least in some measure the greatest need, I established 
four kitchens in four different convents. On Holy Thursday, this 
year, I visited these kitchens. Starving children, poor men and 
women came to me weeping, and asking: ‘Is it true, Your Emi- 
nence, that our charity kitchens must be closed ?’ 

“**Be patient, my children,’ I answered, ‘I am going to 
America myself, and I give you my word for it, that the kitchens 
will not be closed.’”’ 

Oh, let us help His Eminence fulfil this promise to his fam- 
ishing people!
